Expulsion ordered

McCloskey said that a formal note to 
the Cuban mission had requested “the 
expeditions departure from the United 
States’’ of third secretary Lazaro Eddy 
Espinosa Bonet.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Narcotics 
were found at the estate where Sharon 
Tate and four other persons were stab­ 
bed and shot to death but there was no 
sexual mutilation of the victims. 
Police broke their silence 
on the 
mass murder case to make the revela­ 
tions in a terse statement issued Wed­ 
nesday “in the interest of accuracy” 
because of rumors and speculation about 
the macabre slayings Aug. 9. 


Red cruelty 


PARIS (UPI) — The United States ac­ 
cused the Communists today of unthinka­ 
ble and repugnant cruelty to U.S. war 
prisoners held by Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong. 
The U.S. delegation formally relayed 
to the Communists 
a statement signed 
b> 42 American 
senators who called 
on Hanoi to prove the “ humane and gen­ 
erous” policy it claims to follow in the 
treatment of prisoners. 


300 killed 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. 
infantrymen 
battled Communist troops in a series of 
clashes 
that have cost the North Viet­ 
namese and the Viet Cong more than 300 
killed this week, military spokesmen 
said today. 
In 
the strategic 
Cambodian border 
area, U.S. forces killed 32 Communist 
troops today in a four-hour battle near 
Tay Ninh City. 
The latest fighting, in the northern 
coastal plains, cost units of the 196th 
Light Infantry 
Brigade eight dead and 
39 wounded, the U.S. command said. 


Cleanup of 


proposed stable 


property ordered 


A general cleanup of inoperative ve­ 
hicles and other alleged junk on a 
Lompoc Valley property whose owner 
seeks to get a county conditional use 
permit to allow a public riding stable 
was ordered Wednesday by the County 
Planning Commissionbeore it considers 
granting the permit. 


The applicant, Mrs. Eleanor J Robb, 
on behalf of Mission Hills Stables, prom­ 
ised that the 3 1-3 acre property at 
2900 Rucker Rd., north of Lompoc-Cas- 
malta Rd., would be cleared in the 
coming weeks. The hearing was contin­ 
ued three weeks to allow the cleanup 
and permit a county zoning investigator 
to view the property and report to the 
commission. 


W.R. Dildine, Mesa Oaks subdivision 
builder, agreed with the cleanup order 
on the Robb property, and said certain 
other properties overlooked by expensive 
homes in the subdivision also could stand 
sim ilar treatment. 


Robert C. Lllley said the report of 
the zoning investigator showed zoning 
violations not only on the Robb property 
but other properties in the immediate 
area. Property owners will be notified 
of these, it was shown, by the County 
Planning Department. 


Lllley told Mrs. Robb that her request 
“ really opened up a Pandora’s Box” 
of violations in the area, which is 
near the La Purisima State Park. 
Mrs. Robb said she would ask for 
a maximum of 15 horses which could 
be cared for on the property by owner­ 
ship or as boarding animals. 


Assessor claims to be following letter of law

Ed. note: The following article is the 
second of a multi-part series based on an 
interview with County Assessor Harry 
Harry Holmquist.) 


County 
Assessor 
Harry Holmquist 
stoutly maintains he is following the let­ 
ter of the law in his assessment prac­ 
tices, but he also admits that he is both­ 
ered by the criticism that has been level­ 
ed at him in recent weeks. 
He maintains, furthermore that the 
state legislature recognized that urbani­ 
zation and the developing pattern of land 
would put the pinch on agriculutre, and 
thus passed the Land Conservation Act 
of 1965. The act provides for agricul­ 
ture 
preserves. 
Holmquist has urged 
ranchers who desire to continue in ag­ 
riculture to apply for agriculture pre­ 


serve status. 
QUESTION: This sounds like the same 
question and yet I have something to add 
to it. Would it not be equitable, follow­ 
ing reassessment, that tax levies be in­ 
creased gradually 10 per cent a year to 
match the pace of your reassessment 
program throughout the county? As it now 
stands some areas have new assess­ 
ments while others have not and may 
not have for a year or two. I would add 
this thought, that in the event that you 
can’t do the whole county in one fell 
swoop, would it not be more equitable 
and even in a sense more practical 
rather than bring one area up four times 
in one year, bring it up two times, 
then next year when you reassess you 
can bring it up further— so there could 
be a continuing reassessment. . . it’s 
really academic isn’t it, to think that 
you can get up to the 25 per cent fig­ 


ure, 
because 
in the space of a few 
months time you have sales and sudden­ 
ly the previous figures are nullified and 
you’re no longer at the 25 per cent fig- 
ure. So whether you went all the way 
up to a particular level in this one year 
becomes academic.

HOLMQUIST: “ Well, now I answered 
that question, earlier: ‘Can you bring up 
property gradually,’ and the answer was 
‘no’ because the law requires me to 
certify that I am assessing at 25 per 
cent of market value. 


QUESTION: Is that all counties in the 
state? 
HOLMQUIST: “ All counties. I would 
agree that it would be more equitable 
to do that but the law isn’t always equit­ 
able. No, I would be very happy to bring 
it up gradually . . .” 
QUESTION: Your office is an eleo 
tive position, but how many employes 
do you have? How many of these are 
actually in iobs of assessing proper­ 
ties? 
HOLMQUIST: “ We have a total of 75 
employes located in Lompoc, Santa Bar­ 
bara, Solvang and Santa Maria.” 
Ql ESTION: 
That’s including every­ 
body, clerks, etc., all? 
HOLMQUIST: “ Yes, all.” 
Qt ESTION: How many appraisers do 
vou have? 
HOLMQUIST: “ We have 43.” 
QUESTION: Besides the ranchers who 


must come into your office with com­ 
plaints have you had any other reao- 
tion to the reassessments? 
HOLMQUIST: “ I sometimes get calls 
at three o’clock in the morning.” 
QUESTION: Is your staff adequate? 
HOLMQUIST: “ Well, here’s the best 
way to answer that: If we had more 
qualified appraisers we could do the job 
more thoroughly, spend more time in re- 
search and include a larger piece of 
county each year. But assuming that 
you can bring the whole county up to 25 
per cent of market value and if condi­ 
tions stabilize, I see that possibility, 
then what would you do with all these 
extra appraisers? Actually the problem 
is getting trained people.” 
In tomorrow’s installment, Holmquist 
amplifies on the problem of manpower 
in the assessor’s office and explains the 
qualifications for appraisers.

Test Range 
pact again 


The Air Force Western Test Range has 
awarded a $27.8 million contract to Fed­ 
eral Electric Corporation for the fourth 
consecutive year to operate and main­ 
tain the technical facilities on the range, 
including instrumentation ships, it was 
announced today. 
The announcement was made by Rob­ 
ert E. Chasen, president of Federal 
Electric 
Corporation, 
the 
world­ 
wide service associate of International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corporation. 
The Air Force Western Test Range ex­ 
tends from Vandenberg Air Force Base 
across the Pacific to the Indian Ocean. 
Averaging ten space launches a month, 
the range has been called “ the busiest 
space laboratory in the free world.” 
Federal Electric holds three other 
major Air Force contracts. It operates 
and maintains the Distant Early Warning 
Line (DEW Line) extending from Alaska 
cross Canada to Greenland, the Ballistic 
Missile Early Warning System (BMEWS) 
and the White Alice Communications Sys­ 
tem in Alaska. 


President gives 
assurance to 
South Korea 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— President 
Nixon assured president Park Chung Hee 
of South Korea today that the United 
States will not be intimidated by Com­ 
munist activity from the north of the 
Asian nation. 
Nixon flew from his Southern Cali­ 
fornia White House for a two-day sum­ 
mit conference with Park. 
Their talks, following a welcoming 
ceremony at the historic Presidio of 
San Francisco, were aimed at allaying 
any South Korean fears that the U S 
would not stand by its Korean commit­ 
ments after some sort of peace is work­ 
ed out in Vietnam. 
Nixon’s welcoming remarks said “ a 
deliberate campaign of military provoca­ 
tion” by North Korea had failed to shake 
the South Koreans or their institutions. 
“Together 
we 
have 
resisted har­ 
assment from the North during the past 
two years,” the president said. ‘T og­ 
ether we have discovered that the dan­ 
ger from the North has only stiffened 
our resolve. 
“And we know we cannot be shaken, 
that we will not be intimidated, should 
there be any renewal of such activities,’’ 
Nixon said. 
The meetings between Nixon and Park, 
whose nation has 50,000 troops in Viet­ 
nam, will be held at the St. 
Francis 
Hotel fronting on Union Square, where 
antiwar protesters planned a series of 
demonstrations.

Laird announces defense cut 


WASHINGTON— Defense 
Secretary 
Melvin R 
Laird announced today he 
was yielding to Congressional pressure 
and reluctantly reducing the nation's 
armed forces by 100,000 men and spend­ 
ing by $3 billion 
He warned! “ It 
is 
clear our defense readiness will be 
weakened.” 
Laird told a news conference he or­ 
dered the cuts after being informed by 
the chairman of the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee that at least $5 billion 
would be cut from defense appropriations 
requests. 
I wish it ’»ere possible for me to 
state that these cuts could be made 
without impairing our defense readi­ 
ness,” Laird said “ Regretably I must 
say that these cuts will reduce our cap­ 
ability to meet current commitments.” 


Laird’s actions would reduce defense 
spending from $80 billion to $77 billion, 
a figure Pentagon officials said was 
$4,1 billion below the requests of the 
Johnson Administration. 
In addition to the 100,000 - man re­ 
duction 
in uniformed 
ranks, another 
50,000 civilian jobs would be eliminat­ 
ed and 100 ships would be mothballed. 
‘The distinguished rhairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee has 
stated that his committee will cut at 
least $5 billion . . and has alerted me 
to the fact that the current fiscal year 
is running and that action should be 
taken now,” Laird added 


Laird said the cut-backs came at 
a time when Soviet military strength 
is increasing and added: * 1 believe 
it is important that the American pub­ 
lic be informed about stepped-up Sov­ 
iet activities to strategic offensive and 
defensive fields.” 
He also said he saw no lull to the 
Vietnam war, pointing out that enemy 
initialed activity to the Vietnam con­ 
flict was higher during the first six 
months of this year than «hiring a sim 
ilar period to 1968. But he said U S 
forces are now engaged to a strategy 
of “protective reaction ” 


Of the cutbacks, he said: “ In sum­ 
mary, 
we are going to make major 
cuts 
in military spending. 
We will 
strive to alleviate to the maximum 
extent {possible the adverse impact of 
these reductions. But it is clear that 
our defense readiness will be weak­ 
ened ” 
The enemy attacks of Aug 
11 and 
12 may have been aimed at raising 
American casualties to response to the 
V S 
program 
of turning 
more of 
the responsibility for fighting over to 
South Vietnamese forces,. Laird noted. 
He said the “policy of protective 
reaction” to Vietnam was aimed at 
reducing American casualties. 


The policy Laird enunciated was not 
a new one. He has urged the phrase 
4 protective reaction’’ before. 
But to­ 
day he spelled it out to some detail. 
Of the overall defease cuts, Laird 
said that Rep. Mahon, D-Texas, chair­ 
man of the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, has advised him that the group 
will cut at least $5 billion from ap­ 
propriations requests and that the de­ 
fense wili not pass until late this year.

U. S. demands return 
of downed helicopter 


PANMUNJOM, 
Korea 
(UPI) - The 
United States demanded today Commu­ 
nist North Korea return a downed U.S. 
helicopter and its three crewmen. The 
North Koreans refused even to say 
whether the men were alive. 
North Korean Maj, Gen. 
Ri Choon- 
sun 
demanded the United States 
tell 
“ the real reason” why the helicopter 
strayed over the border. He said it was 
an act of aggressioii. 
U. S. Marine Maj. Gen. Arthur H 
Adams said there was no reason to shoot 


down the unarmed Army QH23 helicop­ 
ter. 
The conference was held at the bleak 
truce village in the 292nd meeting of 
Korean Military Armistice Commission 
since the end of the Korean War in July 
1953. 
U.S. military 
officials said the heli­ 
copter became lost Sunday and acci­ 
dentally flew over North Korean terri­ 
tory. The last message from the craft 
said it was under fire and was going 
down. 


Ri said the helicopter penetrated deep 
into North Korea before it was shot down. 
“Since you have now admitted shoot­ 
ing down this helicopter, I now repeat 
my request for your cooperation and 
request that you inform the United Na­ 
tions Command (UNC) by reporting to 
this commission at this time the status 
and physical condition of our personnel 
and indicate the date and place where 
the three personnel and the helicopter 
will be returned to our side,” Adams 
said.

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Pluto alive and well; 
living at Johns-Manville

An engineer at Johns-Manville Corp. pointed to an ungain­ 
ly mechanical creature snuffing the warehouse floor, Pluto- 
like. “There are only two like them in captivity,” he de­ 
clared. 
The Plutos are 8,930-pound mobile vacuum cleaners es­ 
pecially designed for the job by the Lompoc plant’s engi­ 
neering section. Powered by Ford B-8, 200 horsepower gas­ 
oline engines, they gulp an average of 400 pounds of dust 
within an eight-hour day. Each Pluto has the potential of ap­ 
proximately 50 average household vacuum cleaners work­ 
ing simultaneously. Four operators keep them humming 
over some six acres of warehousing area. 
Aside from aesthetic or housekeeping reasons, the mobile 
monsters have a special function as unofficial medical mon­ 
itors. 
In Miguelito Canyon, Johns-Manville mines the largest 
known deposit of diatomite in the world. Created by the fos­ 
silized remains of tiny marine plants that existed millions 
of years ago, diatomite is a versatile raw material pro­ 
cessed into filter aids for purifying water, filtering sugar, 
syrups, fruit juices and other beverages, plus many other 
uses. 
During the pulverizing, packaging, shipping process, mi­ 
nute particles of the white, powdery substance escape into 
the air, unpleasant and sometimes detrimental when breathed 
into the human respiratory system. But the extensive house­ 
keeping program initiated in 1950, which came to include the 
Plutos and plant filters siphoning off any air floatation, has 
reduced this hazard to a minimum, say officials. 
Before Plutos, the various floor levels were hand-swept, 
causing dust floatation and the problem of cleaning struc­ 
tural members. These problems were eliminated by the in­ 
stallation of a stationary industrial vacuum system with in­ 
lets located at convenient points throughout the plant. The 
sweeping was then done with standard industrial vacuum 
tools connected to the inlets by flexible hoses. This system 
is still in use and has been extended as the plant expanded. 
While this system worked very well for relatively small 
areas, it proved impractical for sweeping the vast ware­ 
housing areas. Various industrial mobile vacuum sweepers 
were tried out but none were satisfactory. Excessive dust flo­ 
atation resulted from the rotary brush action and lack of 
adequate vacuum. 
The Plutos have changed all that. Each machine has a 
pickup nozzle four feet wide, similar in design to the stan­ 
dard hand vacuum tool and is vertically adjustable. Certain 
unique features are not available in commercial sweepers: 
the use of a high vacuum alone, rather than a low vacuum 
plus a rotary brush to pick up the dust; and the vacuum 
placement at the front of the unit to enable the operator to 
clean up the corners and close to stacks of bagged mater­ 
ial. On occasion, a 50-pound bag breaks open, bulking the 
intake of Pluto. For ease of maneuverability, power steer­ 
ing is provided. The versatile machine is equipped with an 
inlet valve for the use of the standard vacuum hose and hand 
tools for conventional vacuuming. 
The collection chamber is emptied by connecting it to the 
existing vacuum system, where the dust is fed directly into 
a central waste system, and bag houses. The dust gathers 
in orlon-nylon type stockings 10 to 12 feet high and the air 
is circulated ami released, clean and filtered, into the at­ 
mosphere outside. The stockings are periodically shaken, 
the compacted dust plummets to a hopper below, combined 
with water, and slurried into a waste pond. 
Throughout the entire process, the dust is never touched 
by human hands. It would make any housewife sigh with 
envy. 
Dove hunting prospects 
in California excellent 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Fish 
and 
Game 
Depart- 
ment says hunting prospects 
are excellent for the 4&-day 
split dove season that opens 
Labor Day. 
The department said reports 
from its field personnel indicate 
the largest dove population in 
years is now spread throughout 
Southern California and south­ 
ern Inyo County. 
The 
first 
30-day hunting 
season will run through Sept. 
30. The second part of the split 
season will run Nov. 29 through 
Dec. 14. 
Mourning doves, ringed turtle 
doves 
and 
Chinese 
spotted 
doves may be hunted statewide. 
White-winged doves 
may be 
taken only in Imperial, River­ 
side 
and 
San 
Bernardino 
counties. It is illegal to take 
Mexican ground doves. 
Not more than 10 doves in the 
aggregate of all species maybe 
taken in any one day. After the 
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first day of each period of the 
split season the possession lim­ 
it is 20 doves of all species. 
Shooting hours are from onG- 
half hour before sunrise to 
sunset. 
The department’s rundown on 
dove prospects, by area: 
Santa Barbara and Ventura 
Counties Doves are abundant 
and the best bets 
for the 
unattached hunter are Cuyama 
Valley and Lockwood Valley in 
the Los Padres National Forest. 
Riverside, Orange and San 
Diego Counties-Lots of doves 
but most are on private lands. 
Birds are abundant south of 
Perris, north of Lakeview and 
south of Moreno in Riverside 
County. 
Doves 
are plentiful 
along the Coachella Canal and 
south of Thermal and from 
Valerie Jean to Mecca. In San 
Diego County, the best opportu­ 
nities for the unattached hunter 
are the Jacumba and Boulevard 
areas.

“ They will never be able to 
prove the charges,” Seale’s 
attorney, Francis J. McTernan 
asserted. “This is obviously 
part of the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s plan to harass and jail 
all Black Panther party lead­ 
ers.” 
Connecticut authorities filed 
kidnapping, murder and con­ 
spiracy charges against Seale 
in connection with the killing 
last May of Alex Rackley, 24, a 
Panther from New York whose 
body was found in a swamp 
near New Haven. 
Four 
carloads of heavily- 
armed FBI agents surrounded 
an auto carrying Seale back 
from a wedding Tuesday night 
and forced it to the side of a 
downtown intersection in Berke­ 
ley. Seale offered no resistance

(UPI)—Thousands 
of persons honking horns and 
shouting “long live Dubcek!” 
poured into Wenceslas Square 
today to protest the Soviet-led 
invasion a year ago. 
Resistence 
leaders 
had 
asked 
that 
there 
be 
five 
minutes of silence at noon (7 
a.m. EDT) but citizens did just 
the opposite. 
An estimated 15,000 persons 
rushed into the square, scene of 
two previous nights of fighting 
with 
riot police 
and army 
troops, as clocks struck noon. 
Two persons have died, 320 
have been arrested. 
Cars and trucks drove into 
the area, honking their horns so 
loudly that an army helicopter 
flying overhead could not be 
heard. 
Police and soldiers in the 
square took no action against 
the obviously well-planned de­ 
monstration. Only this morning, 
the Czechoslovak government 
had ordered reinforcements of 
police and troops into the area 
because of earlier disturbances 
As the noise from the square 
increased, employes of nearby 
offices and shops nearby went 
on a five-minute strike. Em­ 
ployes of the Hotel Alcron, just 
off the square, refused to work. 
Tellers 
and clerks 
at

national bank building poured 
from their building into the 
square. 
Two men. one stripped to the 
waist, climbed onto a bus and 
shouted, “ Long live Dubcek!” 
They 
referred to Alexander 
Dubcek whose liberal regime 
was ousted with fhe Warsaw 
Pact invasion. 


Exact distance from 
Earth to Moon told 


FORT DAVIS, Tex. (UPI)- 
It’s official. The precise dis­ 
tance from Earth to the moon, 
give or take a silly millimeter, 
is 232,271.3816 miles. 
Scientists at the McDonald 
Observatory said Wednesday 
they bounced a laser beam off 
the moon and made the first 
precise measurement of the 
distance 
from Earth to the 
Moon. 
The measurement was made 
by bouncing the beam of highly 
concentrated light off a reflec­ 
tor placed on the Moon July 20 
by Apollo 11 
Astronaut Neil 
Armstrong. 


Crowds began gathering in 
the square at midmorning. 
Police attempts to break up 
similar gatherings had set off 
Wednesday night’s six hours of 
fighting and the violence on 
Tuesday night.

One 65- 
year-old charwoman said she 
traveled 7.5 miles to her job on 
foot. 
Thousands of persons wore a 
tiny black-trimmed emblem of 
the national tricolor. 
The fighting Wednesday night 
began when police drove back a 
crowd of silent onlookers from 
Wenceslas Square with tear gas 
and water cannon. It raged 
throughout 
the 
evening 
as 
demonstrators 
—both youths 
and workers—returned again 
and again through clouds of 
tear gas to taunt the police and 
soldiers. 
The government announce­ 
ment 
today 
was 
the first 
official acknowledgement of the 
fighting 
“ Provocations took place in 
Prague last night, mostly by 
young people,” it said. “They 
built barricades on some places 
and 
damaged cars. 
These 
elements did not detest to use 
fire weapons against the police 
in which action two persons 
were killed and several injured. 
“ Three hundred and twenty 
persons were detained among 
the many criminal elements. 
They 
attacked 
the 
police, 
hindered traffic, broke win­ 
dows, burgled shops and laid 
fires, damaged public transit 
means and cars.” 
There had been fears calls by 
resistance leaders for a boycott 
of public transportation would 
lead to a general strike. But 
workers appeared to be follow­ 
ing the underground orders to 
the letter.

Absenteeism appeared low, but 
buses and 
streetcars which 
usually pack in 70 to 80 persons 
in the morning ran with only 


two or three passengers, most 
of them elderly or women.

lashers’ and put them in a 
pocket. This has never been 
a solution, especially now 
when these forgotten people 
are starting to rebel. Maybe 
some of them are racists. 
Maybe some of them aren’t. 
But the central issue here is 
how to stop group conflict. 
And the only way we can is 
to start doing something fol­ 
lower income whites as well 
as blacks.” 
Levine would redirect the 
nation’s social concern to­ 
ward the working man by 
enlisting a government-in- 
dustry-church-union effort. 
He suggests a change in 
Social Security laws so that 
workers, 
especially 
young 
workers, can relate to them. 
(“ Perhaps,” he says, “ the 
granting of, say, $500 for a 
worker's first born.” ) He al­ 
so says the $600 per depend­ 
ent tax deduction is “ out­ 
rageously insufficient.’’ 


Levine believes that indus­ 
try could be involved in the 
humanizing process by pro­ 
moting worker participation 
in such things as public and 
h u m a n affairs. Churches 
might establish meaningful 
assistance based on a man s 
“ self-interest” as well as 
brotherhood. And u n i o n s 
might help out by offering 
consultation services on a 
variety of human needs. 
“ Our rightful transfixion 
on Negroes,” Levine warns, 
“ has developed into a ‘no- 
win’ policy, hardening the 
lines of polarization between 
white and black into a reali­ 
ty that could blow the coun­ 
try apart. The next real rev­ 
olution in this country may 
very well come from the 
young white working class. 
Naturally. I hope that before 
this happens we will have 
begun to resolve the prob­ 
lems.”

He is Italian. Armenian. 
Irish, Polish or something, 
since he’s normally among 
the 40 million Americans 
who are considered “ foreign 
stock." He’s the bulk of the 
nation’s labor force (20 mil­ 
lion in factory or lower eche­ 
lon office jobs). He makes 
$5.000 to $10.000 a year, of 


which 20 per cent goes to the 
government and another five 
per cent to inflation. He is 
honest, patriotic, confused. 
His anger, as one ethnic 
expert. J. Frank Dearness, 
sees it. “ is about almost 
everything 
that’s 
happen­ 
ing.” It ranges from a help­ 
less w h i m p e r over the 
shrinking dollar, to an en­ 
raged roar over social prom­ 
iscuity. 
In consequence. Dearness 
says, lower income whites 
have increasingly been fo­ 
cusing their wrath on the 
American Negro. 
Says Dearness, executive 
director of the American 
C o u n c i l for Nationalities 
Service: 
“ L o w e r income 
whites 
are 
those 
people 
who tend to be more di­ 
rectly 
involved 
with 
Ne­ 
groes. They live closest to 
them, they compete for jobs 
with them, they feel the heat 
of ghetto trouble first. There­ 
fore, group conflict has al­ 
most been unavoidable. It 
has became more evident in 
recent years. And I’m afraid 
it could become very, very 
serious.” 
The conflict already is ser­ 
ious in some areas. White 
unions have tightened their 
exclusiveness. 
White 
em­ 
ployes have, too. White vigi­ 
lante g r o u p s have been 
formed. 
For years, this backlash 
has been attributed almost 
exclusively to racism. How­ 
ever, many social thinkers 
now believe this is by itself 
a shallow explanation. 


“ Look at it this way,” 
says Gasper Jako, director 
of Boston’s International In­ 
stitute. “ A low income white 
works hard but never seems 
to get anywhere. Meanwhile, 
a black neighbor lives on 
welfare and gets a lot of pub­ 
licity about his problems. 
Not only does the white have 
to fend for himself, but he 
has to give his taxes to help 
the jobless black everybody 
feels sorry for.” 
Mihran Suichmezian is an 
Armenian from Bulgaria. He 
settled in Boston three years 
ago with a wife, son, $300 
and two suitcases—and got 
a job as a handy man with 
an insurance company. Now 
he lives in a rented two- 
story home in the suburbs, 
has neat second-hand furni­ 
ture. has high hopes of send­ 
ing his boy to college and 
wants to buy a home. 


Says Suichmezian: “ Since 
I am not born here. 1 have 
nothing against Negroes. 1 
see some I like and some I 
don’t, but it is the same for 
white people, too. There is a 
Negro where I work who 
came there two years after 
me and now 
is promoted 
over me. 1 am not mad at it. 
He is a very good man. 
“ I must say that I do not 
like Negroes who riot and I 
do not like them that break 
the law. Most of all I do not 
like them who do not work. 
Negroes who are mad should 
get jobs. But 1 don’t say this 
because they are Negroes: I 
say it about anyone.” 
Frank Dziadul, a Polish 
curtain hanger from Boston, 
puts it this way: “ I ’m not for 
giving anybody anything. I 
had to borrow from a bank 
to get my business going 
nine years ago. If they want. 
Negroes can do the same.” 
William Jeromin. a Long 
Island. N Y. carpenter, adds 
this. “ I ’m going maybe 10. 
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rent. I pay the groceries, the 
lights, the heat, the school 
clothes. 
I don’t ever got 
nothin' left.

The students—90 from all 
over the country—work un­ 
der the direction 
of four 
lawyers and a Ph.D. in poli­ 
tical science at the Center 
for Study of Responsive Law 
in Washington. The center is 
in one of those Victorian 
mansions that characterize 
Washington’s older neighbor­ 
hoods. Its turrets and ginger­ 
bread could come from a 
gothic 
novel, 
alone 
on 
a 
heath and inhabited by mad 
scientists. 
But inside the atmosphere 
is dynamic. Offices are anti- 
septieally white and sparse­ 
ly furnished. 
Nader’s has no office at 
the center. Despite the pub­ 
licity surrounding his work, 
he managed to keep the lo­ 


cation of his home and of­ 
fice, and his telephone num­ 
ber a secret. He is the chair 
man of the board of the ( ’en­ 
ter but his job is that of an 
adviser. 
Nader and his "raiders” 
seem to be able to locate in­ 
formation that most people 
don’t even know is available. 
They often surprise the peo­ 
ple and agenc ies they are in­ 
vestigating. Armed with rele­ 
vant but obscure facts, Na­ 
der often seems to know 
everything 
and

every­ 
where at once.

He blames the small in­ 
crease in the length of a 
man’s life after 40 on the 
chemicals he eats, drinks 
and breathes. He is looking 
for chemicals which have 
the official FDA stamp of 
approval but may be harm­ 
ful. He believes he has al­ 
ready found one, cyclamates, 
the artificial sweeteners used 
in diet drinks. 
Harrison Welford, the only 
nonlawyer at the center and 
its

director 
is 
studying the Department of 
Agriculture. He said the re­ 
sponse from the department 
has not been good.

Employment opportunities 
for purchasing agents are ex­ 
pected to be extremely good 
all through the 1970s. 
Demand is expected to be 
especially strong for grad­ 
uates of schools of business 
administration who have had 
courses in purchasing. Ex­ 
cellent demand also is ex­ 
pected fof graduates whose 
background in engineering 
and science qualifies them 
for jobs in purchasing de­ 
partments 
of 
firms 
that 
manufacture complex 
m a­ 
chinery, chemicals and other 
technical products. 
Liberal arts college grad­ 
uates should be able to ob­ 
tain 
trainee 
positions 
in 
many types of firms and out­ 
standing persons who do not 
have a college education will

On 
the other hand, many firms 
give great weight to experi­ 
ence with the company and 
select purchasing 
workers 
from among their own per­ 
sonnel, whether or not they 
have had a college educa­ 
tion. For advancement to 
high-level 
positions, 
how­ 
ever, a college degree is be­ 
coming 
increasingly 
im­ 
portant. 


Regardless of p r e v i o u s 
training and experience, the 
beginner in the purchasing 
field must spend consider­ 
able time learning about his 
company's

proper storage facilities. He 
may then work with an ex­ 
perienced 
buyer 
to 
learn

Following the initial train­ 
ing period, the trainee may 
become a junior buyer of 
standard catalogue i t e m s . 
After he gains experience in 
the various aspects of pur- 
c h a s i n g and demonstrates 
ability to exercise good judg­ 
ment and accept responsibil­ 
ity, he may be promoted to 
assistant purchasing a g e n t 
and then to full-fledged pur­ 
chasing agent. In large com­ 
panies, purchasing agents or 
heads of purchasing depart­ 
ments may b e c o m e vice- 
presidents with over-all re­ 
sponsibility for purchasing, 
warehousing, traffic and re­ 
lated functions. 
More than half of the esti­ 
mated 
150,000 
purchasing 
agents and closely related 
types of buyers employed in 
recent years were in manu­ 
facturing industries. Large 
numbers were employed in 
government agencies — fed­ 
eral, state, and local—and in 
wholesale and retail trade. 


Public utilities, transporta­ 
tion companies and service 
institutions, such as schools 
and hospitals, employed sub­ 
stantial numbers of purchas­ 
ing agents and assistants 
Even the smallest industries 
employed some purchasing 
personnel. 
Most 
purchasing 
agents 
work 
in 
firms 
that 
have 
fewer than 10 employees in 
the purchasing department. 
Some large firms, however, 
may have a hundred special­ 
ized buyers or more. About 
10 per cent of all purchasing 
agents are women. 
There is a wide range of 
income of purchasing agents, 
and 
some 
top 
executives 
earn from $25,000 to $50,000 
a' vear.

Department 
and specialty stores come in six m onths later and must 
buy. in m a n y cases, almost identical merchandise from 
the same m anufacturers and at higher prices. No wonder 
the chains are doing over 25 per cent of the m e n ’s shirt 
business and almost 35 per cent of the children's-wear 
business.

The side­ 
burns grow longer. The hair’s 
teased. The ties are striped 
and wide, the suits nattily dou­ 
ble breasted. Fran’s mol en­ 
ough. 
He 
has 
been to 
see 
“ Hair.” In Los Angeles, 
he 
makes the 
scene at 
“ The 
Factory” . 
He 
goes out on 
the town with the other guys 
They’ll swig the strong stuff, 
but they won’t laugh any loud­ 
er than Fran. 
And his language is approp­ 
riate to the occasion. When he 
was with the Minnesota Vik­ 
ings, there was one little epi­ 
sode in which the Vikes, about 
to upset the Green Bay Pack­ 
ers, had two touchdown passes 
in the end zone called back in 
the final moments of play.

Local area prepares for massive 
White House confab on welfare 


Children’s welfare through­ 
out the United States is, and 
has been a problem for many 
decades. It was for this reason 
President Theodore Roosevelt, 
in 1909, called the first White 
House Conference to deal with 
such problems. These confer­ 
ences have since become tradi­ 
tional, 
with each state in the 
U.S. participating. 
The next conference is sched­ 
uled for 1970, 
and states all 
over the country have been pre­ 
paring for that meeting. In Cal­ 
ifornia, 
planning 
has 
been 
underway for some months for 
participation in the White House 
Conference, and Santa 
Bar­ 
bara County has been doing its 
share. 
Several 
conferences have 
been held in various parts of the 
County to feel the pulse of as 
great a cross section of the pop­ 
ulation as possible, and to in­ 
volve as many communities as 
possible. 
The County Delinquency Pre­ 
vention Commission has been 
the “ listening board,” and has 
produced a synthesis of the 
meetings held in Santa Bar­ 
bara County between April and 
June. As a member of the com­ 
mission, and as the director of 
Pupil 
Personnel for the Santa 
Barbara City Schools, 
Dr. 
Robert Barry has summarized 
all the reports from the vari­ 
ous meetings held in the Coun­ 
ty during that time. 
Major headings under which 
suggestions 
and observations 
have been grouped are schools; 
services, 
public and private; 
religious involvement; employ­ 
ment; family involvement; and 
communication. 
Under schools, it is suggest­ 
ed that trade schools be expand­ 
ed for the non-college bound and 
the non-academically inclined 
learner; 
that more effective 
counseling be organized to in­ 
clude greater interaction be­ 
tween school and college coun­ 
selors, provide counselors with 
with 
training and experience, 
and provide more counseling 
personnel. Also suggested is 
better ethnic balance in schools 
expanding and encouraging pro­ 
grams such as Upward - Bound, 
and preparing teachers guides 
such as Understanding 
Nar­ 
cotics, 
Helping 
Intergroup 
Relations, and Laws for Youth. 
Development of an Inter-Club 
Coordinating 
Council for joint 
effort and cooperation of youth 
and adults 
heads the 1st un­ 
der services, 
public and pri­ 
vate. 
Also included are sug- 


gested subsidies for those in 
need; more volunteer participa­ 
tion in agencies; expansion of 
recreational opportunities; or­ 
ganization of a Youth services 
bureau, directed by youth for 
guiding adults 
to the serv­ 
ices available; and youth rep­ 
resentation on boards of organ­ 
izations which 
assists youth, 
such as the Scouts, YMCA and 
4H. 
Religious 
involvement 
in­ 
cludes sponsorship of youth ac­ 
tivities 
by 
churches. 
This 
would 
come into the realm of 
coffeehouses, interfaith coun­ 
cils, services of guitar mass 
and 
dance symbolism, and 
family 
picnics 
and camping 
trips. Also under religious in­ 
volvement would be the devel­ 
opment 
of community social 
programs 
to 
prevent 
drug 
abuse, and expansion of youth 
groups 
with 
religious over­ 
tones. 


Re-evaluation 
of Labor and 
Educations Codes to encourage 
youth employment would 
fall 
under the employment area of 
the synthesis. A Youth Place­ 
ment Center, to assist youth in 


getting jobs, and expanded op­ 
portunities 
for work experi­ 
ence, through work education 
programs in school and appren­ 
ticeships 
would 
also be sug­ 
gested. 
Family involvement through 
inducement of parents to par­ 
ticipate in youth activities, and 
providing more adult education 
at an appropriate level and ap­ 
peal are the two suggestions un­ 
der that area of the material 
offered by the county. 
Finally, 
communication as 
far as providing 
the oppor­ 
tunity for interchange between 
teen-agers; activities for both 
adults and youth; and sponsor­ 
ship by police of activities plan­ 
ned for youth are proposed. 
The next meeting of the Cali­ 
fornia committee will be held 
in Anaheim, 
Nov. 10 and 11, 
1969, and the County has been 
allotted 50 delegates.

County to earn $196,000 
through commitment fall 


Expected 
commitments of 
youths and adults to state in­ 
stitutions were reduced by 3,317 
in 1968-69 as a result of Cal­ 
ifornia’s probation subsidy pro­ 
gram, it was announced today 
by Allen F Breed, Director of 
the Department of Youth Auth­ 
ority. 


This is the greatest reduc­ 
tion since the program was 
started three years ago. Com­ 
mitments have been reduced 
by 7,131 during the three year 
period. 


For Santa Barbara County, 
commitments during 1968-69 
were reduced from an expect­ 
ed level of 152 to 103, a total 
decrease of 49. This reduction 
will entitle the county to max­ 
imum earnings of $196,000 from 
the subsidy program. 


The program, first enacted 
by the state legislature in 1965, 
provides subsidies to counties 
in return for reductions in lev­ 
els of commitment. The earn­ 
ings must be used to provide 
intensive probation programs 
for youthful and adult offenders. 


For 1968-69, 
the counties’ 
maximum earnings totaled $13,- 
747,910, also a new high for the 
three years of the program. In 
1966-67, the first full year of 
the programs, earnings totaled 
$5.7 million and in 1967-68, 


earnings increased to $9.8 mil­ 
lion. 


The number of participating 
counties also has been increas­ 
ing from year to year— from 
31 in 1966-67, to 36 in 1967-68 
and to 41 during this past fis­ 
cal year. Forty-six 
counties 
are participating in the fourth 
year of the program. New coun­ 
ties this year are Lassen, Stan­ 
islaus, Riverside, Merced and 
Calaveras. Participating coun­ 
ties represent approximately 98 
per cent of the state’s total pop­ 
ulation.

Autoworkers Seek Allies Overseas

LONDON - ( NEA) - A 
worldwide strike of automo­ 
bile workers, the nightmare 
that haunts the sleep of Ford 
and General Motors execu­ 
tives, has come one step 
closer to reality as the result 
of an u n p u b l i c i z e d trade 
union conference just con­ 
cluded here. 


The conference was called 
on the initiative of Walter 
R e u t h e r , p r e s i d e n t of 
A m e r i c a ’s 1,700,000-strong 
United Auto Workers. The 
UAW sent a seven-man dele­ 
gation to meet with repre­ 
sentatives of Britain’s two 
biggest unions, the Transport 
and General Workers with 
1,487,000 members, and the 
Amalgamated E n g i n e e r s 
with 1,110,000 members. 


To avoid p u b l i c i t y , the 
talks were held deep in the 
English countryside at an 
agricultural college near Cir­ 
encester (pop. 11,190) which 
is not even accessible by 


train. 
Here, far from the glare 
of photographers' flash bulbs, 
the delegates hammered out 
j o i n t bargaining strategy, 
which may set the U.S. auto­ 
mobile industry on its ear. 
International worker power, 
the new strike weapon forged 
at the five-day meeting, may 
yet prove to be the most 
powerful the trade unions 
have ever devised. 
The high-powered Ameri­ 
can delegation was headed 
by Leonard Woodcock, UAW 
vice president in charge of 
General Motors negotiations, 
and Herman Rebhan, per­ 
sonal a s s i s t a n t to Walter 
Reuther. The British side 
was 
represented 
by Jack 
Jones, p r e s i d e n t of the 
T r a n s p o r t and General 
Workers; Hugh S c a n l o n , 
president 
of 
the 
Amalga­ 
mated E n g i n e e r s , and a 
team of union executives and 
backroom staff. 
Together they compared 
notes on wages and working 
conditions, mapped out joint 


b a r g a i n i n g strategy and 
agreed to meet in Detroit in 
a year’s time. The American 
delegates now plan to meet 
with metal workers’ unions 
in 
Sweden, 
Germany 
and 
Italy, with a view to gearing 
them into the squeeze play 
on international car firms. 
The UAW’s Leonard Wood­ 
cock d e s c r i b e s the study 
conference in Britain as “ the 
most u s e f u l international 
conference I have ever at­ 
tended.” 
Behind the conference is 
the realization that American 
auto makers now operate in 
the world market, he said. 
“ This truth is driven home 
to me every time I drive 
past the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany plant in Detroit and see 
above the e n t r a n c e the 
words, ‘W o r l d Headquar­ 
ters.’ Ford now has a big 
slice of the total car produc­ 
tion in Britain. Germany, 
H o l l a n d a n d Belgium,” 
Woodcock maintains. 
The same is true of Gen­ 
eral 
Motors, 
which 
owns 


Vauxhall in Britain, Opel in 
G e r m a n y and Holden in 
Australia; and of Chrysler, 
which now owns a controlling 
interest in Rootes Motors of 
Britain and owns Simca in 
France outright. 
Woodcock is worried that 
the lower wages and living 
standards in these countries 
may eventually undercut the 
b a r g a i n i n g power of the 
UAW 
“ It’s not just a question of 
economics, but it is a moral 
question, too,” he explains. 
“ Ford workers at Dagen­ 
ham. in B r i t a i n , use the 
same tools and the same 
methods as Ford workers in 
Detroit. T h e r e f o r e they 
should enjoy the same bene­ 
fits, with due a l l o w a n c e 
made for living costs differ­ 
entials in the two countries.” 
Woodcock indicates t h a t 
the UAW, as a m atter of 
self-interest, is prepared to 
do all it can to help British 
auto w o r k e r s to achieve 
wage parity. As an example 
of the type of international 


co-operation which he and 
his boss Walter R e u t h e r 
have in mind, W o o d c o c k 
cites Canada, 
where 
auto 
workers will r e c e i v e the 
same pay as in D e t r o i t , 
starting in September. 1970. 
There is no reason why 
this co-operation should not 
spread to other countries, 
according to the UAW offi­ 
cials. As a first step, they 
would like to see all agree­ 
ments with, say Ford, expire 
at the same time in America, 
Britain, Belgium. Germany 
and H o l l a n d . This would 
mean that Ford production 
could be brought to a com ­ 
plete standstill on a world­ 
wide scale, if the company 
f a i l e d to meet union de­ 
mands. 
Through international co­ 
operation, the auto unions 
could also prevent U.S. car 
makers from s t o c k p i l i n g 
parts from abroad for use in 
the event that strikes cripple 
a subsidiary company m ak­ 
ing component parts. 
For 
example, parts of the Ford 


tractor are made at Dagen­ 
ham, England, and Antwerp 
in Belgium for assembly in 
the United States. 
At the A n g l o - American 
union conference great play 
was made of the U.S. eco­ 
nomic penetration of Britain. 
Delegates were told that be­ 
tween 1960-67 American in­ 
vestment in B r i t a i n rose 
from $6.5 billion to $18 bil­ 
lion—60 per cent of it ac­ 
counted for by 45 firms. At 
the present pace, an esti­ 
mated 25 per cent of all 
British manufactured goods 
will be turned out by U.S.- 
controlled firms by 1981. the 
delegates were informed. 
For their part. B r i t i s h 
union bosses are impressed 
by 
the 
bargaining 
power 
which the UAW exercises as 
a s t r e a m l i n e d industrial 
union. 
Between them, the 
T r a n s p o r t 
and General 
Workers and the Amalga­ 
mated Engineers claim 80 
ner cent of thp workers in 
the British 
auto industry, 
but the balance is organized 


into a dozen craft unions, 
which can be awkward when 
it comes to contract negotia­ 
tions. 
The British unionists are 
also dazzled by the current 
UAW contract, which pro­ 
vides for a guaranteed an­ 
nual 
w a g e , 
e m p l o y e r - 
financed pensions and full 
worker voice in the determ i­ 
nation of production stand­ 
ards. 
In return for these bene­ 


fits, the American auto in­ 
dustry is relatively free of 
work stoppages, in com pari­ 
son with British auto plants, 
which are riddled by wildcat 
strikes. The British unions 
still have 
much to learn 
from the American in shop 
steward procedures for set­ 
tling 
disputes 
at 
factory 
level.

Reform needed 


By its very definition, a tax bill — even a tax reform bill 
— has got to be unpopular with somebody. But by any objeo 
tive evaluation (if objectivity about taxes is ever possible), 
the U.S. House of Representatives has done a highly commend­ 
able job on the bill it sent over to the Senate by a rousing 
vote of 394 to 30. 
Riding a surge of idea - whose - time - has - come popular 
support, the House Ways and Means Committee, chairmanned 
by Arkansas Democrat Wilbur D. M ills, labored and brought 
forth not only the most comprehensive tax reform bill in 
history but one of the most equitable. 
Among other things, a chunk was taken out of the special 
tax privileges granted oil producers, reducing the depletion 
allowance from 2712 to 20 per cent; nicked a lot of fat cats 
in the over-$ 100,000 bracket who have been escaping taxes 
entirely, and eliminated the 7 per cent business investment 
tax credit. 
What began as a tax reform effort, however, gathered such 
momentum that it ended up as a tax-slashing spree, with hefty 
cuts not only for those in the lowest income bracket but for 
the tens of millions of so-called “ forgotten Americans” in 
the $10,000-and-up category. 
The result is that while the loophole closings are expected 
to bring in an extra $5.2 billion by 1972, the wide-ranging tax- 
cut bonanza totalling $9.3 billion would put the Treasury in 
the hole some $4.1 billion. 
That fact alone has caused the Senate to greet the bill 


with tempered enthusiasm, if not some alarm. Other aspects 
of the bill are also meeting resistance, such as the depletion 
allowance cut which some senators think is excessive and 
others think is not enough. Another is a dubious 7.5 per cent 
tax on private foundations. Nearly 200 tax bills or amend­ 
ments have been filed with the Senate Finance Committee. 
Welcomed as tax cuts would be by the average citizen, 
what the House has done appears to be a case of too much 
too soon. 
Lower taxes will be of little comfort if a massive budget 
deficit adds another boost to inflation, which is only a dif­ 
ferent kind of taxation. More take-home pay in the pocket won’t 
mean much to consumers if business has to turn around and 
post higher prices to make up for the loss of its investment 
credit. Nor will the country’s crying social needs be met by 
giving everyone a little extra cash to the detriment of federal 
programs in education, health, mass transit, urban renewal 
and all the rest. 
Middle-income Americans may feel squeezed by taxes, but 
they are not hurting so much that they want tax relief at the 
cost of sound fiscal or domestic policy. What they have really 
been protesting in the past year is not just high taxes but high 
government spending and the fact that not everyone has been 
paying his fair share. 


To repeat, the House-passed tax reform bill is a good one, 
but the Senate can make it even better. 


Northern Ireland 


Heavy, heavy, the burden of history hangs over troubled

gious wars that wracked Europe and in a time of ecumenism 
when men have at last begun to emphasize their sim ilarities 
instead of their differences, that a civilized nation should 
plunge itself into virtual civil war, with one sect pitted against 
another. 


Catholic-Protestant 
prejudice and distrust is not the sole 
basis of the strife In Northern Ireland, of course. The politics 
of it date back to the days of Elizabethan imperialism and Eng­ 
land’s attempt to secure its hold on Ireland by importing Scot­ 
tish Protestant settlers. Far beyond that, there are ancient

roots in ethnic conflict — Celt vs. Anglo-Saxon. 
But remove the question of religious differences and the 
problem of Ireland would long ago have been solved. 
We cannot escape history, said Lincoln. 
Neither can men 
escape the future. 
Irish Catholic and Irish Protestant must some day live in 
harmony and equality and co-operation. Both sides must some­ 
day cast off the deadly burden of history that for so many gen­ 
erations has pressed them into the mire of hatred and blood­ 
shed. 
How much more pain must they inflict on one another, and 
on their children, before they learn that? How many generations 
more will they betray the very religions they profess to fol­ 
low?

On Aug. 
6, 1968, the City Council 
designated the old Carnegie library oh 
South H Street an historical land mark 
and earmarked the old structure for use 
as a museum when the library could 
move the the new building on East North 
Avenue. 


Somewhere along the line, I believe, 
a request for the action was extended 
by Lompoc Historical Society. It was 
a natural request since the establish­ 
ment of a Valley museum is one of 
the central purposes of the society. 
On Sept. 3, 1968 Clarence and Jennie 
Ruth offered their extensive collection 
of Chumash Indian artifacts as the pos­ 
sible cornerstone of the museum. Things 
were beginning to fall in place. 
On Nov. 
6, 1068 the City Council 
appointed Councilwoman Charlotte Ben­ 
ton and Earl Calvert co-chairman of 
a museum committee to study organiza­ 
tion financing and the Ruth offer. 
The co-chairman then selected a com­ 
mittee composed of themselves and Anne 
Calvert, Ralph Patey, James Olivera, 
Jr ., Mrs. Jack Henning, Mrs. Walter 
Holmdahl, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Mc­ 
Kenzie, Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Ruth, 
Pierre Claeyssens and this reporter. 
City staff assistance was provided 
by Administrative Assistant Lou G ar­ 
cia and City Attorney James Longtin. 
There were a number of meetings 
that led to the writing of bylaws and a 
constitution and eventually incorpora-

tion. 
Ruth reaffirmed his desire to give his 
collection to the city and eventually ag­ 
reed that a non-profit group (museum 
associates) be empowered to administer 
the collection. 
Some of these details and actions 
were overlapping and intermingled, but 
this is generally the way it came out. 


As it now stands, the City Council 
is awaiting completion of the state re­ 
quirements in order to consider two re­ 
commendations: 1— That the City enter 
into 
a 
lease 
agreement 
with the 
Associates for the Carnegie Building 
to be operated as a local museum. The 
collection should be moved and display­ 
ed in the Carnegie Building in a manner 
satisfactory to Clarence Ruth and the 
Lompoc Museum Associates, Inc. 2— 
That the city enter into an agreement 
with the Lompoc Museum Associates 
for the management of the Clarence 
Ruth Indian collection. This arrangement 
to be in accordance with the stipulations 
of the offer to donate. 


Three other things should be noted. 
Clarence Ruth has been known to a gen­ 
eration of Lompoc Valley residents as 
“ Pop” . His extensive collection is be­ 
ing 
catalogued by Mr. and Mrs. John 
McKenzie— both 
highly qualified for 
such work. 
Now we come to the $64 question: 
What about financing0 The museum will 
have to have funds for personnel espec­ 
ially. 
Private funding could possibly help, 
but somewhere along the line the City 
Council must make a couple of decisions 
namely, is the city going to provide the 
museum with operating capital, and if 
so, how much. Until that question is 
known, it would be difficult to field a 
fund drive with any degree of objectiv­ 
ity. 


I would like to go on record now to 
indicate that I have recommended pri­ 
vate funding exclusively. This would not 
rule out the possibility of accepting 
grants and bequests. The Chamber 
of 
Commerce could become Involved and 
perhaps the school district, who knows 
at this point. 
The recommendation, however, makes 
no judgement as to whether it would be 
practical at all. For one thing it could 
be argued that the museum associates 
would be in a constant state of fund 
raising and that has its bad features. 


Malta in peril 


Behind the scenes, and staking out 
its European strategy, the U.S.S.R. is 
now moving in on Malta. Standing 58 
miles south of Sicily and athwart the 
narrow bottleneck channel along the 
African coast, the island is a strategic 
imperative in the Miditerranean. Malta 
is to this sea what Cuba is to our Car­ 
ibbean. 
Soviet Ambassador M. Smirnovsky, ac­ 
credited to London and accompained by 
colleagues 
V 
Tsaregradsky 
and G. 
Penko, has journeyed there and is now in 
command of the push for this bottle­ 
neck place. 


Although 
the fact is hardly 
known 
abroad, all Soviet ambassadors to major 
Western countries like Great Britain and 
France, as well astoallCommunist-bloc 
countries, are either full or alternate 
members of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party. They return regularly 
to Moscow for this ruling committee's 
plenum meetings. Evidently, the Malta 
decision was made as the last session. 
Except for Turkey, 
Israel, 
Tunisia and 
Morocco, the entire

fleet’s new presence creates the new but 
undisclosed importance of Malta to Mos­ 
cow. 
Only twice the size of the District of 
Columbia, this vital strategic island, 
with its ancient troglodyte houses built 
in the cliff-sides, has been ruled succes­ 
sively for 35 centuries by Phoenicians, 
Greeks, Cartheginians, Romans, Arabs, 
Normans, the Knights of Malta, France 
and Britain. The British annexed it in 
1814. 
On September 21, 1964, Malta achiev­ 
ed independence from Great Britain, and 
in 1965 NATO’s protection was extended 
to this key island. 
To aid Moscow's persuasion, Ambas­ 
sador Smirnovsky confidentially lifted 
with Maltest officials the veil of Krem­ 
lin secrecy. He stated that the Soviet 
Mediterranean naval buildup, which be­ 
gan after the Israel-Arab 1967 war, will 
be permanent. 
The influx of Red cruisers, destroyers, 
submarines and lethal Kunda-class mis­ 
sile frigates carrying atomic warheads— 
and all of them fit to fight— is steadily 
increasing. The warships are serviced 
offshore as well by an additional armada 
of traveling, deepwater, totally-equipped 
Soviet supply ships. On my recent look 
at the Mediterranean situation, I saw 
these everywhere. 
Smirnovsky asked that the Soviet fleet 
pay a courtesy call to Malta as its 
fleet recently paid to Cuba. His under­ 
cover request is pending. Smirnovsky 
Tsaregradsky and Penko toured the im­ 
mense British-built docks and shipyards. 
They threw out the bait that Soviet 
ships could patronize Malta for repairs, 
refurnishing, provisioning. 
This is important to the new Maltese 
government. Such activity is the chief 
industry, and Britain’s lesser use of 
Malta is creating severe unemployment. 
In fact, there is now a continuous mig­ 
ration from Malta to Australia and 
Canada. 
But this bait itself can be a poisoned 
bait. The last Russian ship to use 
the Valletta dockyard was curiously- 
named Raphael, a big ranker. The Raph­ 
ael laid on Soviet propaganda film shows 
and its crew distributed Communist re­ 
volutionary literature, 
and even Red 
guerrilla warfare instruction books, to 
the yard’s Maltese workmen and through­ 
out Malta. 
W ily Smirnovsky began Ids song in a 
low key. He promised to send to the 
island the famous Russian pianist Vjat- 
islav Richter, who w ill be giving con­ 
certs during a luxury Mediterranean 
cruise on the liner Renaissance 
in 
September. “ Vjatislav Richter will help 
our 
relations develop step by step,” 
Smirnovsky stated. 
Smirnovsky urged that a Maltest par­ 
liamentary delegation visit Russia in 
the spring of 1970. The Commonwealth 


Parliam entary Association has now ap­ 
proved that offer. The Maltese leaders 
w ill go to Moscow. 
Smirnovsky urged that a Soviet Em­ 
bassy be established at Valletta and 
that the newly independent country place 
an ambassador in Moscow. At present, 
Malta has only a nonresident ambas­ 
sador to the Soviet Union, Dr. Arvid 
Pardo, who is in the United States. 
A Soviet-held, of Soviet-sympathetic, 
Malta would mean that the U.S.S.R. 
could drop the boom at the absolute 


crossroad— the 
vital 
bottleneck— 
of the Mediterranean at any time. The 
Kremlin leaders move like a general 
moves on the battlefield. They try to 
take one pivotal position at a time to 
make the next move possible. The entire 
southern flank of NATO would not be 
secure, and our great U.S. 6th Fleet 
in the Mediterranean could not function 
freely, without Malta. And, behind the 
scenes, the heat is on.
